Grouped in Four Clanses. 
Industries have been grouped into 
four classes according to their rela-

distinction,

the order in w hich they are listed 
within any class. 
The industries

class I are of exceptional importance 
and include those most vital to the 
needs oi w e war and the public and 
their requirements must be fully met 
in preference to those of the three 
remaining classes.

French Make Gains.

where their lines join the British. 
There have been indications that the 
Germans intended to make a stand 
along the Crozat canal, which de­ 
fends the stronghold of La Fere, the 
principle outlying protection of St.

When the y o u ng chap had finished 
the recital o f his so mewhat v io lent en­ 
try into the little to wn, the o lder do c­ 
to r smiled at him appro v ingly . 
“ Fo r a fello w who has liv ed the last 
eight y ears o f his life 
in New Yo rk 
city . who has nev er been mo re ihan 4 
mile o r two away fro m a railro ad in 
his life, y o u aeeni 10 make a mighty 
go o d jab at getting a'o ng o n the bo r­ 
der,-’ he said.

o il and agency affairs and—o u tlaws. 
The last was the fav o red theme, fo r 
so mewhere o ff in the hills lu rked Bart 
Sears and the*two who ro de with him, 
waiting fo r the ripe mo ment to strike. 
Of co u rse, they mighr no t be planning 
to strike at Kiheka, bu t the po pu latio n 
o f tlie place fo u nd no co nso latio n in 
the negativ e 
po ssibility , 
and 
co m­ 
mu nity fear, the mo st gripping o f all 
emo tio ns, was o n the to wn. 
Hardy learned mu ch abo u t the gu n­ 
men, o n who m he had alway s lo o ked 
as figu red in hectic fictio n; 
came to 
kno w o f the freemaso nry amo ng them 
and tho se who secretly aided them by 
info rmatio n 
o r mo re material helps. 
Thro u gh this he came to u nderstand 
the co nditio ns that 
wo u ld seal 
the 
lips o f any nu mber o f go o d citizens 
who might kno w the lo catio n o f the 
bandit camp, who might 
ev en kno w 
Ihe plans o f Sears and his cro wd—fo r 
the giv ing o f info rmatio n against o u t­ 
laws was a fo o lhardy practise. 
So me day o ne o f their clan might 
disco v er and then—ju st a sho t fro m 
the bru sh and the 
info rmant wo u ld 
pay the grim penalty o f meddling in 
the affairs o f o thers! 
He met 
big 
Bo b 
Mitchell, 
the 
depu ty , who had been the tirst v ictim 
o f Sears 
o n 
the 
reserv atio n, 
and 
learned thro u gh Jim Ho u gh that the 
big, gu ileless-ey ed o fficer was a squ aw- 
m a n —so mething which 
was distaste­ 
fu l while pictu resqu e u ntil he learned 
tha t 
Mitchell’s 
wile, 
dead 
sev eral 
y ears, hu d been o nly remo tely a de­ 
scendant o f Osage parents. 
Ho met do zens, and o nly o ne who ih 
be 
distinctly 
disliked — a 
chap 
named Kennedy w'ho , in the wo rds o f 
Dr. Ho u gh, was a lo an shark. 
Hardy 
pu t his av ersio n aside, tho u gh, fo r the 
o lder do cto r casu ally mentio ned that 
Kennedy was a clo se friend o f the 
depu ty , 
so clo se in fact that it was 
generally ex pected he was to beco me 
Mitchell’s so n-in-law. 
Bu t behind all these new germs o f 
friendship, all these new ex periences, 
was ev er the warming Intimacy with 
Jo hn Ho u gh, his father’s friend, who 
dealt with him in gentle paternalism. 
It wu - no t necessary 
fo r 
them <0 
' ‘thaw ” ; they 
were 
u nderstandable, 
o ne to the o ther, fro m the instant they 
clasped hands there befo re the stage 
ba rn. 
It was with a sigh o f satisfactio n at 
gaining so mething in the natu re o f a 
settled co nditio n that Hardy pu t Os­ 
ier’s “Medicine” o n the shelf at the 
end o f liis ro w o f bo o ks, slapped his 
palm to gether to free them o f du st, 
and lo o ked aro u nd bis first pro fessio n- 
» 1 ho me. 
It was no t the so rt o f an o ffice that 
mo st ru cu o f his class wo u ld hav e 
fo u nd satisfacto ry at the o u tset o f 
their careers. 
The table was a meager fix tu re; 
two o f his three chairs bo re ev idence 
o f hav ing do ne lo y al serv ice befo re; 
bis library rested o n a single, painted 
bo ard, and his priv ate o ffice was little 
mo re than a po o rly lighted clo set. 
Bu t to Hardy it was all that co u ld 
be desired. 
He felt stripped fo r ac­ 
tio n, dev o id o f embellishments that 
might so metimes pro v e hindrances. 
H is sensatio n was o ne o f high effici­ 
ency . 
The weather was at its wo rst, with 
rain sweeping do wn acro ss the prairie 
in thick, clammy cu rtains, env elo ping 
the po st o ak fo rests, and sliding do wn 
o ff the bill to drench Kiheka; bu t that 
glo o m o f the wo rld o u tside did no t 
Ufleet the man who mo v ed to his o ffice 
Windo w and lo o ked o u t at it.

Ou Fbey o nd, where the heart o f the 
to wn widened into a triangle alo ng 
which had been bu ilt the flimsy wo o d­ 
en bu ildings, seaso ned here and there 


bv o ne o f sandsto ne, was an nnbrckffa 
sticky mire. 
No t a hu man being was In sight. 
Hardy knew that there were peo ple 
In the bank acro ss the way and in tht 
dru gsto re belo w him; 
bu t as far 
as his sense o f sight co u ld tell, Kihe­ 
ka had been stripped o f men -and 
wo men. 
A ho rse, no se to the sidewalk, tail 
to the wind, saddle pro tected by a 
y ello w slicker, sto o d patiently htiro ped 
u p acro ss the triangle and its presence 
seemed to accentu ate the desertio n o f 
the streets. 
Then life came, a rider splashing 
alo ng o n a briskly tro tting ho rse. He 
entered the triangle at its apex , fro m 
the no rth, and ro de straight to ward 
Hardy , who watched and shiv ered as 
he to o k into acco u nt the man’s dress 
and the weather. 
The man wo re no o v erco at; his hat 
was do wn, co at co llar u p, and his 
hands stu ffed into his po ckets, as 
tho u gh he tried to draw into himself 
to av o id the sto rm, lie mu st hav e been 
so aked, and the wind was co ld. 
And fro m the right ano ther rider, 
this o ne kept dry by a trailing slicker, 
slo wing his ho rse to a walk ju st as 
he came into range o f Hardy ’s win­ 
do w. 
Ev en tho u gh he was pro tected, 
that man bo wed befo re the elements, 
ho lding his head lo w against the gu sty 
w ind. 
The man who tro tted do wn the o pen 
space swu ng into the street befo re the 
bank and appro ached the seco nd rider 
with no sign o f reco gnitio n. 
Again a ho rseman—so u nds o f o ne 
first, fo r he sto rmed acro ss tlie base 
o f the triangle at a slashing gallo p, 
high in his stirru ps, ho lding his ho rse 
well in hand and raking cru elly with 
his spu rs; mu d flew fro m the animal’s 
ho o fs; the wide brim o f the m an’s 
light-co lo red hat was plastered acro ss 
his ey es by ^ the wind. 
He swept into sight, and Hardy to o k 
do wn the fo o t that had rested o n the 
windo w-sill. 
He leaned fo rward.

o ff his ho rse in ihe mu d. his bridle- 
reins aro u nd the saddle-ho rn o f the 
o ne who wo re the slicker—the man 
who had drawn fro m him no sign o f 
reco gnitio n w hem they met. 
The third ho rseman ro de straight 
at the o thers, fu ll tilt, as tho u gh to 
trample them; then with a wrench and 
a heav e he set his ru nning ho rse 
gilding o n its hind qu arters, swu ng his 
weight to the stirru p, and dro pped in­ 
to the mire. 
Lightninglike it all was, and with a 
bo u nd Hardy ’s pu lses stru ck a faster 
measu re. 
No w the man in the slicker, still 
mo u nted, was ho lding the o ther two 
ho rses. 
Mo re, he had lifted his co at 
and with a qu ick tu g y anked o u t a 
rifle. 
The o ne who had first co me into 
sight sprang to ward him, seized the 
weapo n, and whirled with the agility 
o f o ne who tu rns to answer a blo w 
fro m behind; he po ised so an instant, 
then made his way catlike back to the 
co rner o f the triangle, a po int fro m 
which he co u ld see all three ro ws o f 
bu ildings. 
And befo re he had made that qu ick 
tu rn the o thprs were v isibly armed; 
he who held the ho rses kept his sad­ 
dle, o ne hand held high with the fing­ 
ers gripping a heav y rev o lv er. 
The third, hat pu shed back, so aked 
co at o pen, pu lled po ndero u sly at the 
ho lster o v er each hip as he to o k the 
first step to ward the bank fro nt, and 
the hands came free, heav y with 
weapo ns. 
Ellis Hardy ’s mind was in a swirl. 
It had been an inco nsequ ential perio d 
o f time since the first rider appeared 
in that shiv ering, ev entless, deserted 
to wn, and y et there he was, with 
two o thers, and o ne o f them stro de 
thro u gh the mu d, swiftly , o mino u sly , 
cro u ching a trifle, ey es o n the win­ 
do ws o f the little bank, while his 
co mpanio ns, gu ns ready , watched the 
streets! 
They were strangely iso lated, tho se 
three, and perhaps the fact accentu at­ 
ed the fearfu l pu rpo se which was pro ­ 
claimed by their v ery po stu res, and 
to the y o u ng phy sician it seemed as 
tho u gh he alo ne o f all the wo rld were 
there to watch—as tho u gh tho se three 
and lie were deserted, set far o il fro m 
so ciety '.

Then timidity left him with a mind 
qu eerly activ e. He inv ento ried the sit­ 
u atio n ,in a pu lse beat, kno wing him­ 
self helpless, feeling his igno rance o f 
su ch happenings and his to tal u seless­ 
ness in an emergency o f the so rt. 
Yet he wanted to do ! 
Co u rage was 
no t lacking! 
All this sensatio n in a spl* instant. 
He seemed to liv e a decade while the 
o u tlaw who adv anced o n the bank 
made his first step, and befo re the 
man had co v ered half a do zen strides 
to the sidewalk Hardy had 
again 
stu died the minu te details o f that 
tense scene. 
The man with the rifle had sto pped, 
po ised it seemed, balancing back and 
fo rth as he sway ed in the center o f 
the street. 
His head was in co nstant, steady 
mo v ement, sending gaze first alo ng 
o ne stretch o f lo w 
bu ildings, 
then 
alo ng ano ther where danger might 
lu rk, while the gu n mu zzle, po inting 
fLWUUk back, no d 


fo rth with the precisio n o f a pemfu T 
u rn. 
He was as a hair-trigger, ready 
fo r actio n al the slightest pro v o ca­ 
tio n. 
* 
The man who remained mo u nted 
sat mo tio nless, fro zen, like a po inter. 
The animal u nder him stamped a 
fo refo o t 
and- sent 
mu d 
spattering 
sharply into the faces o f the o ther 
ho rses. 
One—the o ne that had been 
last to arriv e jerked back nerv o u sly , 
settling far o nto its hau nches and 
twisting its head slo wly against the 
bridle, bu t the man did no t ev en lo o k 
j its way ; merely held the reins clo se 


ev er his saddle-ho rn and co ntinu ed to 
lo o k do wn the street fro m u nder the 
fo w-drawn brim o f his hat, gu n-hand 
high and fix ed.

cru el with the glittering cru elty bo rn 
o f greed. 
Two steps—‘three—the fo o t slipped 
a trifle in the slimy fo o ting. 
Ev en 
su ch details Ellis Hardy saw. Fo u r— 
six —a halfsco re strides be made.

Clear cu t, u nwav ering, farcarry ing 
it was—the mello w, fu ll v o ice o f a 
stro ng wo man, and in its to ne wras a 
mingling o f qu ick, decisiv e warning 
and high appeal. 
The v o ice seemed to hav e co me 
fro m directly u nder Hardy , and the 
sho ck o f hearing it in that place at 
that mo ment sent him backward a 
step, he knew no t why ; ju st fo r relief 
fro m the tensio n, perhaps. 
With the cry a step o n the stairs 
which led u pward fro m the street, 
reso u nding ho llo wly , and with the step 
the mo u nted watcher lo st his stiff­ 
ness, threw himself to o ne side in the 
saddle, 
and 
bro u ght 
the gu n hand 
do wn with a jerk. 
Bu t he did no t sho o t. 
Sto pped, as 
if baffled; gathered his bridle-rein in 
alarm, as tho u gh in preparatio n fo r an 
emergency . 
The man with the rifle gav e no 
heed—ju st po ised and teetered back 
and fo rth with mawkish u nreality , 
minding his bu siness, frightfu l in his 
preparedness.

She wo re the same hat, bu t no w it 
was pu shed far back o n her bro wn 
hair, as tho u gh a qu ick gestu re o f 
dismay had set it so . • Beneath the 
heav y co ils o f hair her ey es glo wed, 
wide set, deep, and startled 1o their 
farthest depths, and the face abo u t 
them, so elo qu ent in line and featu re, 
was blanched a dead white. 
Her lips were parted, and between 
them 
her 
breath 
came 
and 
went 
swiftly and far fro m regu larly . 
A 
crimso n 
kerchief 
abo u t 
her 
thro at, ru mpled and half pu lled fro m 
the pro tecting co llar o f her jacket, 
emphasized the pallo r o f her face. It 
did no t co nceal the splendid shaft o f 
her neck, small bu t fu ll, its cu rv es 
su ggesting v irile strength at no co st 
o f delicate beau ty . 
Fo r the instant she was u tterly re­ 
gardless o f ano ther presence.

Press.)— The colony of warehouses, 
docks and shops forming 
the 
b ase 
storage depot of the 
American a rm ­ 
ies here is b ewildering in its magni­ 
tude. 
Approaching the b ase is like com­ 
ing into some great industrial city, 
such as Manchester or Chicago. Off 
to the right rise fifteen giant chim­ 
neys puffing b lack smoke 
from 
a 
group of factories. 
A mammoth re­ 
frigerating plant, said to b e one of 
the largest in the 
world, 
looms 
against the sky. 
To the left is the 
glare of furnaces and forges where 
cannon and locomotiv es are 
b eing 
made, assemb led and mounted. 
All 
ab out is the mov ement of v ast and 
intricate railway traffic and the hum 
of 
colossal industry. 
This b ase of 
American 
a rm y 
supplies 
is 
the 
growth of the last fiv e months, erect­ 
ed out of almost nothing b y the im­ 
pelling necessity of war. 
The Col­ 
onel at headquarters 
summed 
up 
some of the essentials of what had 
b een accomplished: 
This army storage b ase represents 
an inv estment of 
$30,000,000, 
for 
b uildings and plant along and not for 
the v ast stocks of army supplies. 
It cov ers an area four miles long 
b y a mile wide— the area of a city— 
with a great docking system 
and 
deep water piers. 
It is laid out for the storage of a 
million tons of a rm y supplies, b ut the 
capacity is elastic and may b e 
in­ 
creased to two million tons. 
A mil­ 
lion tons is the capacity of 
1 , 0 0 0 
ocean liners, or a ton for ev ery man 
of an army of a million men.

There are 2 50 miles of railway 
tracks interlocking the v ast network 
ol warehouses and yards. 
There are 4 ,5 00,000 square feet of 
cov ered storage, that 
is 
b uildings 
with floor space 
and roof, and 
1 2 .- 
0 0 0 , 0 0 0 square feet of open siorage, 
in all 16,5 00,000 square 
feel 
of 
army supplies, stored and 
stacked 
from ten to fifty feet high like a 
range of low mountains. 
The ocean pier under construction 
will accommodate six to twelv e ocean 
steamers drawing 30 feet of water. 
\\ ith the dock fa cilities of the near­ 
b y city there w ill b e an unloading ca­ 
pacity of 15 ,000 to 20,000 tons of 
American army supplies a day. That 
is. two or three ships can he turned 
around ev ery day. 
At one point u pier 2.600 feet long 
and half a mile wied is b eing b uilt 
for general merchanidse and high ex­ 
plosiv es. and jusi hack of it is rising 
hugestorage depot 
of ammunition 
and high explosiv es. 
In all there will 
he 18 4 
ware­ 
houses, of which

It has taken on an av er­ 
age four days to put up one of these 
mammoth b uildings.

Practically all of the work haa b een 
done in the last fiv e months.

The sacks of flour 
tilled warehouse after warehouse for 
almost a mile, indicating the tremen­ 
dous reserv e of this standard of life. 
Beans seemed to he another standard 
in exceptionally strong reserv e, and 
the tob acco stock 
was 
also 
v ery 
heav y, with sugar, sirup, coffee, rice, 
b acon, potatoes ev aporated fruit and 
condensed milk showing full quotas. 
It was the s a m e m the other ware­ 
houses dev oted 
to 
army 
clothing, 
shoes, medical supplies, signal corps 
and av iation 
supplies, 
ev erywhere 
rose the mountain piles 
of 
serv ice 
| coats, trousers, underclothes, 
socks, 
| puttees, field shoes and an 
infinite 
¡v ariety of articles for all needs and 
b ranches of this v ast war machine. 
In the yards the open storage cov er­ 
ed acre after acre of hailed hay cov er­ 
ed with canv as, with b arrels, wagons, 
| trucks nd an endless rray of military 
material. 
American railway cars 
drawn b y 
American locomotiv es ov er American 
tracks lined 
the 
warehouses 
and 
crowded the yards. 
The 
American 
standard railway car now used for 
this army serv ice has a gray wood 
b ody, with six steel windows which 
open downwrd when the car is used 
for soldiers or horses, or closed tight 
when used as a b ox 
car. 
There 
were 2, 0 0 0 of 
these 
cars 
on 
the 
tracks, and hundreds of American lo­ 
comotiv es, with steady 
streams 
of 
¡traffic mov ing forward to the 
war
